THOUSANDS lined the streets of 
west Kent on Friday to welcome 
home Winter Olympics golden girl 
Lizzy Yarnold.

Embarrassing blunder 
sees police hit with fine 
over confidential papers

KENT Police has been fined 
£100,000 after a host of confidential 
information - including copies of in¬ 
terviews with informants, crime vic¬ 
tims and suspects - were left in the 
basement of a former police station. 

It only came to light when they 
were noticed in the possession of a 
businessman who planned to watch 
them “for entertainment”. 

The fine was imposed by the Infor¬ 
mation Commissioner’s Office. 

It was brought in to investigate 
after the highly sensitive informa¬ 
tion, including records relating back 
to the 1980s, were found at the site 
when the building was vacated in 
July 2009. 

Details of where the find was made 
have not been made public. 

The information was discovered 
when a police officer was visiting a 
business-owner about an unrelated 
matter on November 27, 2012, and 
noticed a pile of tapes with the logo

of Kent Police stuck on them. The 
business-owner confirmed that he 
had found the tapes in the basement 
of the old police station, after pur¬ 
chasing the site two months before, 
and was planning on watching 


them “for entertainment”. The po¬ 
lice service visited the site of the old 
station the next day and recovered 
hundreds of additional documents 
and evidence tapes. 

The ICO’s investigation found that 
Kent Police had no guidance or 
procedures in place to make sure 
personal information was securely 
removed from former premises. 

ICO head of enforcement Stephen 
Eckersley said: “If this information 
had fallen into the wrong hands the 
impact on people’s lives would have 
been enormous and damaging. 

“These tapes and files included ex¬ 
tremely sensitive and confidential 
information relating to individuals, 
many of whom had been involved in 
serious and violent crimes. 

“How a police force could leave 
such information unattended in a 
basement for several years is difficult 
to understand. 

“Ultimately, this breach was a re¬ 
sult of a clear lack of oversight, infor¬ 
mation governance and guidance 
from Kent Police which led to sensi¬ 
tive information being abandoned.”

“Rape and sexual assault are 
particularly horrendous crimes and 
have a long-term and debilitating effect 
on the victim’s life and on their family’s 
lives as well. 

“It is important that victims are 
referred to the right agency and these 
two charities are working hard to right 
the terrible wrongs done to these 
vulnerable people. 

“I shall be following their progress 
carefully and I urge people to support 
this brilliant work either by becoming a 
volunteer or by donating.”

Historic fort's future 
secured by land deal 

A HISTORIC fort built in the 1860s to protect 
Dover Castle has had its future secured thanks to 
an agreement between national land- 
management charity the Land Trust and the 
Homes and Communities Agency (HCA). 

Fort Burgoyne, originally known as Castle Hill 
Fort, was built in 1861 at a cost of £88,053 but was 
never called upon to defend Dover Castle and 
until now has never been accessible to the public. 

However, after the Land Trust took over the site, 
discussions are to get under way with local 
community groups about how to best manage the 
site. 

Operations director Matthew Bradbury said: 

' ‘We’re excited about taking on the ownership of this 
very special site and are keen to work with local 
people to ensure that we preserve the fantastic 
heritage of the fort and help people feel connected to 
and involved with its future. We have lots of exciting 
ideas, but we are very open-minded and looking 
forward to working with the community.’ ’ 


'Sinking mud sucked 
me in up to my thighs' 

A 54-year-old woman who found herself sunk 
thigh-deep in mud off the Kent coast has praised 
emergency teams who rescued her - and warned 
others to avoid making the same mistake. 

Julie-Ann White, from Beltinge, near Heme Bay, 
had been out walking her dog last Sunday 
morning when she found herself sinking in mud at 
Reculver Bay 

She explained: “It all looked fairly firm, so I took 
a couple of steps, which were fine, but then on the 
third step I suddenly started sinking and the more 
I wriggled the worse it got." 

After about 15 minutes of struggling, when she 
had sunk down to the level of her thighs, she 
called 999. 

She said: “I’d been there for about an hour 
altogether and it could have been a lot worse. 
Thankfully I had my phone on me or it’s possible I 
wouldn’t have been spotted because although it 
was a sunny day there didn’t seem to be anyone 
about in that area.’ ’ 


Tragic end to hunt for 
missing father-of-one 

A TWO-week hunt for a man who went missing 
after a night out in Tonbridge ended in tragedy on 
Tuesday when his body was recovered from the 
River Medway

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IN THE BALANCE: Is this the end for Thanet’s 'international’ airport? Despite repeated attempts, trying to make it profitable seems mission impossible 

Is latest financial tailspin 
end for Manston Airport? 


After hoped for deals with Ryanair and 
BA fell through, airport’s owner Ann 
Gloag has admitted defeat. So what 
happens now? Chris Britcher reports 


T HE PROPOSED closure 
of Manston Airport an¬ 
nounced this week may 
have come as a shock, but 
deep down few will con¬ 
sider it truly a surprise. 

Staff were summoned on Wednes¬ 
day to be told that rather than the 
bright new dawn promised by new 
owner Ann Gloag, the reality was a 
big dark storm cloud. 

The meeting triggered the start of a 
45-day consultation period at the end 
of which it would appear highly likely 
the doors will slam shut on the airport. 

It is hard to see, given its history, 
quite how, or who, will open it again. 

For the 150 staff employed on the 
site - the majority of whom are part- 
time - their jobs appear to be hanging 
by a particularly thin thread. 

In many ways Ms Gloag was per¬ 
haps its best chance of survival. 

Here was someone with pots of 
money - she was one of the founders 
of the hugely successful Stagecoach 
travel company - good contacts and 
reputation in the travel industry, and 
a clear desire to turn the airport’s 
fortunes around. 

She bagged herself Manston for a 
mere £1 - along with several hun¬ 
dred thousand pounds of debt - from 
previous owner Infratil. 

It had put the airfield on the market 
back in March 2012, and had to wait 
nearly 18 months before it finally 
snagged a buyer. 

That in itself, perhaps, should have 
sounded sufficient alarm bells. 

Just moments after the ink dried on 
the contract last November, Ms Gloag 
announced Alastair Welch would be 
joining the board. 

Known as a turn-around special¬ 
ist, he had worked his magic on 
Stansted and most notably at 
Southend in recent years, taking 
the Essex airport from bit player 


to regional force to be reckoned with. 

But it would appear even he couldn’t 
plot a route into calmer waters. 

According to industry insiders - 
and supported by comments made 
this week by local MP Sir Roger Gale 
- the anticipated new dawn was built 
on two main planks. It certainly ex¬ 
plained initial optimism. 

The first was that Ms Gloag had held 
fruitful discussions with senior execu¬ 
tives from budget airline Ryanair - ex¬ 
actly the sort of popular carrier every¬ 
one had acknowledged could finally 
put Manston on the map. 

Ryanair had appeared to hint it 
would be interested in running sev¬ 
eral routes via the airport. 

In addition, there had been hopes 
of securing a deal for freight from 
British Airways. 

However, just as the house of cards 
was beginning to stack up to a bright¬ 
er future, things started to collapse. 

First, a profit warning from Rya¬ 
nair meant any expansion plans it 
may have had saw the brakes applied. 

A further, near fatal blow, was 
when dreams of clinching the BA 
deal were lost too. 

As a consequence, the airport may 
have been a victim of dire timing, 
but its position was largely 
unchanged. 

Even Mr Welch was unable to 
magic up a solution. 

When Ms Gloag - who has not 
granted a single interview during her 
time at the airport - took over she is¬ 


sued a statement which said: “I be¬ 
lieve there is real potential for growth 
that has not been fully captured. 

“Having worked in the transport 
industry for over 30 years, I believe I 
am very well placed to help maximise 
opportunities for both freight and 
passengers at Manston.” 

She did, however, admit it was a 
loss-making airport. 

And if the rumours are to be be¬ 
lieved, that loss was many thousands 
of pounds each and every day. 

In short, it became unsustainable 

- especially as the hoped for contracts 
found themselves disappearing in a 
puff of smoke. 

Even the one commercial flight 
operation Manston did host - KLM’s 
daily shuttle service to Amsterdam - 
was clearly not the runaway success 
it needed to redeem its reputation, 
after a string of other passenger 
routes had fallen by the wayside in 
recent years. 

Constant requests to gauge interest 
levels, to get a sense of how successful 

- or otherwise - the route was were 
constantly turned down by an air¬ 
port which, instead, only ever insist¬ 
ed there was never a cloud in the 
sky... even if everyone else could see 
the sky turning black. 

Not that it was a lone voice in mind¬ 
less optimism - Manston had been 
cited as the catalyst for a commercial 
rebirth of east Kent for a generation. 

Its ability to create jobs and link the 
county with international destina¬ 


tions was seen as a key cog in the me¬ 
chanics of making an often under 
performing part of the county hit the 
accelerator. 

Despite the public funding - even 
Kent County Council ploughed six- 
figure sums into two doomed com¬ 
mercial ventures in recent years - 
and vocal support of its leaders and 
local politicians, Manston has never 
proved capable of standing on its own 
self-sustaining feet since it morphed 
from RAF Manston into Kent Inter¬ 
national Airport in 1989. 

There remains the chance that, 
within 45 days, a great idea or ap¬ 
proach will be made which will save it 
from closure. 

It is hard, however, given its histo¬ 
ry, given the economic situation, to 
see just what that might be. 

Which raises the entirely different 
issue of just what is to become of an 
airport which sits alongside nice new 
link roads and upon which a host of 
other plans hung. 

That debate is likely to rage over 
the coming months. 

What happens next? 

ALL involved in the process say they 
are obliged to keep silent on the pro¬ 
posals to close the airport while the 
45-day consultation period takes place. 

This is the minimum legal require¬ 
ment for a company when faced with 
making 100 or more redundancies. 

As with all such consultation peri¬ 
ods, staff will be invited to put for¬ 
ward new proposals or suggestions 
which could ensure the airport can 
continue. 

As a consequence, Manston’s own¬ 
ers would be acting unfairly to staff 
by making any public comment - or 
suggesting the decision to close is a 
foregone conclusion. 


“FOLLOWING a meeting with 
staff at Manston Airport on 
Wednesday, March 19, we can 
confirm we have commenced 
a process of consultation over 
the possible orderly closure of 
the airport. 

“No further comment will 
be made until the consultation 
period with staff has been 
concluded.”

“NOBODY should pretend 
this is anything other than 
unwelcome news. 

“The expectation was that 
the new owner would give 
the operation at least two 
years in which to seek to 
attract new business and 
investment. 

“It appears the failure to 
win business from Ryanair, 
following that company's 
profits warning, and the 
failure to secure new freight 
traffic from British Airways 
has led to losses Ann Gloag 
regards as unsustainable. 

“Simply smothering the 
area in housing or industrial 
sheds is not, for me, an option 
and I shall not support any 
proposed development that 
does not accommodate the 
environmental needs and the 
heritage of Thanet.”

KCC hopes cutting the time our street lights are on will help 
slash its costs but many now fear it will simply increase 
crime and reduce public safety as Chris Murphy finds out... 


I T WAS designed to save the 
cash-strapped county council 
millions of pounds, but critics 
are queuing up over its contro¬ 
versial decision to switch off 
street lights during the night. 

Amid claims of a lack of consulta¬ 
tion with local communities, individ¬ 
uals and groups are growing increas¬ 
ingly anxious of the decision to 
switch certain lamps off. 

Among the concerned are those 
feeling it increases the fear of crime 
and shift-workers, who now find 
themselves walking home in the 
dark. 

In Folkestone, a parish councillor 
is livid that local people have simply 
not been properly consulted over 
swathes of street lighting that is be¬ 
ing turned off between midnight and 
5.30am. 

Tim Prater told us: “Kent County 
Council is letting these people down 
badly.” 

But the county council insist it is a 
sound measure, that consultations 
were carried out, and that it made 
judgements on which streets to 
switch off in consultation with the 
likes of the police. 

It’s year-long trial is currently be¬ 
ing rolled out across the county. 


Just like homeowners battling to 
keep up with massive electricity bills 
that seem to keep growing rapidly 
with large annual increases, so too 
are councils. 

KCC said it has around 120,000 
street lights; 14,000 signs and 5,500 
bollards, all requiring electricity to 
power them. 

The street lights on motorways and 
trunk roads are looked after by the 
Highways Agency. 

The cost to KCC tax payers is huge 
- the energy used to light Kent’s 
streets next year will cost £6.4 mil¬ 
lion and will produce 29,000 tonnes 
of carbon emissions. 

Switching some off will save large 
amounts of cash, something councils 
across the UK are having to do to keep 
up with demands by central govern¬ 
ment to make major spending cuts. 

KCC has already been working on 
the problem of street lighting costs for 
the past two years where it has al¬ 


ready replaced 3,441 failing lamps 
with energy efficient ones and even 
adjusted the timers so lights come on 
later and go off earlier. They are also 
dimmed at predetermined times. 

Added up, these dabblings to re¬ 
duce energy costs has cuts its bill by 
£130,000 annually. 

But more has to be done - so earlier 
this year a number were selected for 
switch-off during the night. 

There are exceptions where lighting 
will be left as it is, like town centres, 
important traffic routes, where police 
say there may be a danger of crime, 
subways, pedestrian crossings and 
where there are road safety concerns. 

But locals are becoming increas¬ 
ingly concerned. 

Angela George represents White Oak 
on Swanley Town Council, one of the 
largest areas in the county where many 
of the lights have gone ‘part time’. 

She told us: “I am getting a lot of 
residents complaining to me about 


their lights going out. They do not feel 
safe at night, and in some roads car 
tyres have been slashed and the cars 
vandalised. 

“People are saying they just can’t 
see as they walk the streets at night, 
either going out, or coming home 
from night shifts. 

“The area around the railway sta¬ 
tion is badly affected. They are scared 
for their safety because they are wor¬ 
ried muggers can be lurking where 
they can’t be seen - they are terrified 
someone may be there with a knife. 

“They are genuinely scared. Many 
of the streets around here are in dark¬ 
ness during the night. People are 
worried about the security of their 
properties. 

“I have been at town council meet¬ 
ings when residents have come along 
and voiced their grievances about 
what Kent County Council has done. 
Some of them say they were told there 
was a public consultation, but the lo¬ 


cals say they didn’t know about it. 

“They were also told KCC is not re¬ 
sponsible for the safety of their prop¬ 
erty, which was also a big worry for 
them. I am sure that is right, but it 
doesn’t help people when the street 
lights are turned out and their prop¬ 
erties are left in darkness and more 
vulnerable. 

“I know they are saving money, but 
I feel public safety is more important.” 

T im Prater sits on the parish 
council at Sandgate, just out¬ 
side Folkestone. He says 
lights there were switched off 
just two weeks after asking for public 
opinion. 

He told us: “That was just shocking 
and is not consultation and is not tak¬ 
ing into account what local people say. 

“Some of the schemes are just not 
suitable, and many more lights are 
going out in a couple of months. I un¬ 
derstand some 70 per cent of our 
lights will soon be out. 

“There are some areas where that 
is absolutely fine and there will be 
people who will quite like it. But there 
are very few people in Folkestone who 
are even aware it is coming.

Charles and Camilla pay visit 
to flood-hit victims of Yalding 


HUNDREDS of people turned out on the 
streets of Yalding this week to welcome 
Prince Charles and his wife Camilla. 

The royal couple were making a special 
visit to meet locals and businesses to see 
how they had coped after the recent floods. 

The village, near Maidstone, was flooded 
on Christmas Eve and then struggled to 
recover after relentless rain caused nearby 
rivers to top their banks. 

The Prince of Wales and Duchess of 
Cornwall arrived at the St Peter’s and St 
Paul’s Church in the High Street before 
meeting residents, local schoolchildren and 
business figures. 


Among those the pair met were repre¬ 
sentatives from Community Resilience, a 
business emergency recovery group 
associated with one of the prince’s charities. 

His Royal Highness also met a number of 
small business owners, including the 
proprietors of Orchard View Classic Garage 
who specialise in restoring classic cars, 
some of which were flooded and are now 
undergoing a specialist drying process. 

Prince Charles is not the first VIP to visit 
the village since the floods. 

In December, Prime Minister David 
Cameron paid a flying visit to reassure local 
residents of the government’s support. 
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“People will be getting off their bus 
and finding themselves in the dark. 
Crime will be a problem and with the 
state of the paths, finding their feet 
will be difficult.” 

Alain Lewis, a Labour member for 
Southborough on Tunbridge Wells 
Borough Council, is dismayed most of 
his area will be in darkness. 

He told us: “I am no big fan of this 
policy because I believe street lights 
make a place look more attractive. 

“But one mother came to me wor¬ 
ried her young daughter would be at 
risk because she goes off to work at 
5am, half an hour before the lights 
come on. 

“There is also the safety for pedestri¬ 
ans trying to dodge all the holes with 
no lights to show where they are. I am 
wondering if this is all going to turn 
out to be a bit of a false economy with 
the number of claims there could be 
from people injuring themselves. 

“I understand rural areas won’t 
need a lot of lighting, but not large ar¬ 
eas of residential homes.” 

Night staff and shift-workers are 
alarmed at blacked-out out areas in 
Kennington, in Ashford. 

Several have told the Kennington 
Community Forum they fear for their 
safety. A nurse who works at the Wil¬ 
liam Harvey Hospital said she was 
afraid every time she leaves her house 
that someone could be someone hid¬ 
ing in the dark. 

KCC defended its ‘Safe and Sensible 
Street Lighting’ plan saying it was 
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backed by 75 per cent of residents 
who took part in a consultation that 
actually lasted three months. Some 
four per cent wanted it to start before 
midnight. 

When completely rolled out, it will 
have stopped lighting to around 60

per cent of Kent’s 120,000 lights be¬ 
tween midnight and 5.30am knock¬ 
ing around £1 million off the fuel bill. 
It will also cut carbon emissions by 
5,000 tonnes a year and reduce light 
pollution. 

O ver six months, starting in 
December, engineers start¬ 
ed in Tunbridge Wells to 
“adjust lights”, followed by 
Sevenoaks, Tonbridge and Mailing, 
and Ashford. Dartford and Grave- 
sham are next. 

David Brazier, KCC cabinet member 
for transport and environment, said: 
“We consulted widely on this, and it’s 
obvious there is support for the idea of 
reducing energy use and for the hours 
we will part-night light. There was 
also support for the criteria we use to 
select lights for part-night lighting. 

“Our approach has always been a 
common sense one - we don’t need to 


light street lamps when they are not 
being used, after all you don’t leave 
your lights on at home when you go 
to bed. There are a considerable 
number of lights that will be switched 
off after midnight. 

“Initially, residents may be con¬ 
cerned that they are not working and 
we would ask them to check whether 
they are part of the part-night lighting 
stock by logging on to our website.” 

Engineers will also turn off com¬ 
pletely around 2,500 lights on a trial 
basis for one year. These are lights 
that would not have been installed if 
the road were being built today and 
these areas will be monitored for safe¬ 
ty or crime levels. 

If required, lights in areas of genu¬ 
ine concern will be switched back on. 

The county council said it dis¬ 
cussed the proposals with Kent Po¬ 
lice, the Kent Association of Local 
Councils, and all 12 joint transporta¬ 


tion boards, where local councillors 
discuss transport issues. 

The plan has also got the backing of 
the Royal Society for the Prevention 
of Accidents and the Institute of Ad¬ 
vanced Motorists 

Neil Greig, director of policy and re¬ 
search at the motoring group, said: 
“The key advantage is KCC’s willing¬ 
ness to be flexible and undertake on¬ 
going analysis of accident rates and 
public opinion so lights needed for 
safety reasons, both road and person¬ 
al, can be switched back on again. 

“The KCC policy seems a sensible 
and measured approach to this issue 
and we would be happy to endorse it 
as best practice.” 

And Kevin Clinton, head of road 
safety at the Royal Society for the Pre¬ 
vention of Accidents, added: “We un¬ 
derstand why local authorities are 
considering switching off street lights 
in order to reduce costs and emis¬ 
sions, but of course, everything must 
be done to ensure this does not in¬ 
crease accidents. 

“We are pleased Kent is taking a 
cautious approach, including careful 
assessment of when and where they 
could do this without risking an in¬ 
crease in casualties, and consulting 
residents and police. We also wel¬ 
come its commitment to reverse the 
decision at sites where safety problems 
are found to arise as a result.”

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Just what will 
grow after the 
seeds of garden 
city planted? 

Delight and concern as George Osborne unveils 
£200m regeneration plans, reports Sarah Linney 


T HE county has seen some unexpect¬ 
ed announcements in its time, but 
the bombshell dropped by George 
Osborne on a live TV show last week¬ 
end left many with shellshock. 
Appearing on BBCl’s popular The Andrew 
Marr Show, the chancellor revealed, just three 
days before he presented his Budget to the na¬ 
tion, that he had a garden city up his sleeve. 
And it was coming to Kent. 

To the surprise of those watching he revealed 
the Government would invest £200 million in 
an environmentally-friendly garden city at 
Ebbsfleet, to house between 23,000 and 34,000 
people. 

“There is land available,” he said, “there is 
fantastic infrastructure with the high-speed 
line and it’s on the river.” 

Addressing the House of Commons on 
Wednesday as part of his Budget speech, he add¬ 
ed: “In the south east where the pressure is 
greatest we’re going to build new homes in 
Barking Riverside, regenerate Brent Cross, and 
build the first new garden city in almost 100 
years at Ebbsfleet. 

“We’re going to build 15,000 homes there, 
put in the infrastructure, set up the 
development corporation and make it happen.” 

Certainly Ebbsfleet is well positioned for such 
an ambitious programme. Certainly more so 
than flood-prone Yalding which was touted - 
apparently out of thin air - earlier this year. 

Courtesy of the high-speed line Ebbsfleet is 
mere minutes away from the centre of London, 
the M2 5 and A2 are on its doorstep and there’s 
still the countryside of Kent surrounding it. 

There’s even the hotly anticipated Paramount 
Park scheme for just down the road in 
Swanscombe, which promises a multi-billion 
pound international tourist attraction and 
more than 20,000 jobs. 

But its attractions have not gone unnoticed in 
the past. 

Development of the area has been failing to 
get off the ground for years. 

International rail services have been running

at the station since 2007 and domestic rail 
services since 2009. Proposals to build on the 
surrounding land were mooted as far back 
as 1996, and planning permission for 7,500 
homes on the Eastern Quarry site was granted 
in 2007. 

Yet only a few hundred homes have been 
built. 

Land Securities, which owns the Eastern 
Quarry, says 150 houses are being built there at 
the moment and it is close to doing a deal with a 
second developer. 

The company added: “Government support 
will be vital in delivering a garden city quickly. 
Significant further investment is needed and 
the new arrangements should make it easier, 
quicker and cheaper.” 

The new arrangements include the creation 
of what the government calls an urban develop¬ 
ment corporation, to oversee the project and 
speed things up. Or, in the words of the Local 
Government Association, “a quango”. 

The corporation, which would be brought 
into being by an act of parliament, will have the 
power to make a compulsory purchase order on 
the land if it needs to force the development 
through. 

But Sir Merrick Cockell, chairman of the LG A, 
said such a body was unnecessary when 
democratically elected councils already existed. 

“People will be concerned that an unelected 
body could have the power to make decisions 
about investment, planning, development and 
possibly even local transport,” he said. 

“These decisions should be taken by 
councils.”

G ravesham Borough 
Council leader John Bur¬ 
den called for more infor¬ 
mation on exactly what 
role the corporation 

would play. 

“In the absence of hard informa¬ 
tion on its role it is difficult to assess 
the arguments,” the Labour leader 
said. 

“We look forward to discussions 
with the government so we may as¬ 
sess the effects an accelerated devel¬ 
opment would have on Gravesend, 
the Paramount resort scheme and 
the wider borough. 

“I hope these discussions can take 
place very soon as the lack of infor¬ 
mation so far is galling given the im¬ 
portance of the project. 

“The scheme appears to have been 
mired for a decade, the developer ap¬ 
parently being caught by the eco¬ 
nomic recession.” 

However, the plans were welcomed 
by Dartford MP Gareth Johnson. 

“The Ebbsfleet Valley has been a 
source of great frustration for many 
years. Despite the efforts of the coun¬ 
cil and central government, we’ve 
never got the development we want to 
see in the area,” he said. 

“This should at least kick start 
progress. We have £200 million of 
government money behind us which 
wasn’t there before. 

“It will create thousands of jobs, as 
well as alleviating pressure on exist¬ 
ing houses, and I think it will be a re¬ 
ally good place for people to live in. 
I’m excited.” 

He said he did not think the corpo¬ 
ration would interfere with the nor¬ 
mal workings of councils. 

“Planning permission would be 
granted in the normal way. The cor¬ 


poration is there to kick-start the 
building,” Mr Johnson said. 

“This is not something we want im¬ 
posed on people. I want local people 
to be able to input their ideas and 
concerns.” 

The plans were derided by National 
Trust chairman Simon Jenkins as “a 
joke”. 

“It is to comprise just 15,000 hous¬ 
es. To call this a garden city is satire,” 
Mr Jenkins said. 

“Ebbsfleet is nothing but the ghost¬ 


ly stopping point on the high-speed 
line from St Pancras to France. Hard¬ 
ly anyone gets on or off. 

“It deserves to rank among the 
great failures of central command 
planning. Rather than ask why, Os¬ 
borne appears intent on bailing out 
the local developers.” 

However, Dartford council leader 
Jeremy Kite said he was “very happy 
indeed” about the plans. 

“It’s a huge regeneration opportu¬ 
nity for the area,” he said. 


“The quality of the housing is a key 
issue. I want to see a proper city, with 
proper standards for housing. Houses 
with gardens, green spaces and a 
mixture of prices - it mustn’t just be 
for the wealthy. 

“And I want to see a relatively low, 
dignified density of houses. I don’t 
want to cram people into rabbit 
hutches. People want houses with 
space. 

“We have to make sure there are 
new roads, that the water supply is

right, that flooding issues are dealt 
with, that there are parks, nurseries, 
churches, village halls, shops, social 
areas and play areas. We don’t want a 
dormitory town.” 

He echoed Mr Johnson’s view that 
the urban development corporation 
would not stop people from having a 
say in the plans. 

“I believe the corporation will deal 
with technical decisions behind the 
scenes,” Cllr Kite said. 

“I have been told it won’t bypass the 
council - everything I am hearing 
from ministers at the moment is that 
that’s not what’s going to happen - 
and I think people will be surprised at 
how much involvement with local 
people there is. 

“There was relatively little opposi¬ 
tion to the 7,500 homes and everyone 
is in favour of the Paramount theme 
park. People have been consulted 
throughout the planning and it 
wasn’t close, people genuinely 
thought this was a good idea.

priority. We are not going to cut any 
corners but we can’t afford any 
delay.” 

Rather than criticising past fail¬ 
ures, people should focus on making 
a success of the proposals now, Cllr 
Kite added. 

“Some people are saying it’s too 
little too late, but let’s get on and do 
our best. If we don’t get started, we 
won’t succeed,” he said. 

“We need to make this happen. 
There are families who need houses, 
and people who need to move up the 
ladder and provide for their growing 
families. 

“This may not solve the entire 
housing problem but it will go a long 
way to solving ours. The area is 
crying out for something to go there. 

“I want us to have something we 
are proud of, so that future genera¬ 
tions will say ‘what a great job they 
did’. I am an optimist and I hope we 
can build something really special.” 

London Resort Company Holdings, 
the company behind the London 
Paramount Entertainment Resort 
planned for Swanscombe, also 
welcomed the plans. 

“We believe this will help to 
consolidate the exciting vision for the 
area,” the company said in a 
statement. 

“We continue to develop our 
proposals and look forward to talking 
with the local community when we 
are in more of a position to share the 
detail.”

THE concept of garden cities was developed 
by the social reformer Sir Ebenezer Howard in 
response to overcrowding, pollution and 
squalid living conditions in Victorian cities. 

In a book in 1898, Sir Ebenezer set out his 
vision of cities of 30,000 people surrounded by 
agricultural land and countryside. The idea 
was that they would combine urban life with 
access to nature and separate housing from 
industry. 

The cities would feature a central park, 
which would be ringed by a glass shopping 
arcade. Beyond that would be houses and 
schools, with factories and other buildings on 
the edge. 


When a city became full, another would be 
developed nearby. 

Sir Ebenezer founded the Garden Cities 
Association, later the Town and Country 
Planning Association, in 1899 and the building 
of garden cities Letchworth and Welwyn 
followed in the early 20th century. 

His ideas have been influential across the 
world, in countries including the USA, Peru, 
Australia and Israel. 

Perhaps Milton Keynes, built in 1967 and 
pictured above, is the most famous recent town 
inspired by the garden city concept. 

Under the plans for Ebbsfleet’s Eastern 
Valley, the 7,500 homes are divided into 


villages, each with a centre. Schools, shops, 
community and leisure facilities, open spaces 
and offices are included in the plans. 

The villages are designed to be environ¬ 
mentally friendly and conducive to the use of 
public transport. They will benefit from 
‘fastrack’ buses, which have special routes on 
which only they are allowed to run, to make 
them quicker and more reliable. 

The countryside in the area will be protected 
under the proposals, which involve develop¬ 
ment only on brownfield sites. 

Don’t expect anything overnight, however. 
The time frame is said to be between ten to 20 
years for completion.

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It was exactly 30 years ago the coal miners’ strike began - bringing an industrial backlash across the 
UK, the likes of which we have not seen again. Often forgotten is that Kent was on the frontline of this 
conflict. In a special report, Sarah Linney speaks to former miners about the challenges a year of 
industrial action brought and the impact it had on themselves, their families and their communities.

A fight for survival: 

How communities 
battled strike agony 


W ITH fists and boots 
flying and trun¬ 
cheons flailing, 
feral miners and 
brutal policemen 
rain blows on each other in the most 
acrimonious episode of industrial 
action in living memory. 

That’s the image, anyway. It’s what 
makes good footage. But what was 
life really like at Kent’s coalfields dur¬ 
ing the year-long miners’ strike of 
1984, which divided communities so 
trenchantly that the schisms can still 
be felt 30 years later? 

Aggression and violence hardly 
feature in the stories of four ex-min- 
ers who met with KoS this week. 

Instead they speak of a fight for 
survival, a battle to save their 
livelihoods and communities. 

And they speak too of comrade¬ 
ship, about a community so strong 
that it survived even the destruction 
of the collieries around which they 
had grown. 

“It was a very close community,” ex¬ 
plains Jim Crews, 68, a former worker 
at Betteshanger Colliery. “When we go 
for a drink we talk about the strike and 
how we have all survived.” 

He and his colleagues Jim Davies, 
72, Les Davies, 58, and Gary Cox, 61, 
all Deal natives, worked at Bette¬ 
shanger at varying times between 
the 1950s and the 1980s. 

If you were a boy from a mining com¬ 
munity at that time, your career path 
was almost a foregone conclusion. 

“When I left school at 15, the ca¬ 
reers advisor asked where I lived and 
said, ‘You’ll be going down the pit, 
then’,” Mr Crews recalled. 

“You couldn’t work underground 
until you were 16, and you couldn’t 
wait to get underground and work 
with the men. 

“The work was dirty and hard, but 
we were all very safety-conscious. We 
were all trained in first aid and skilled 
in self-preservation. 

“Most miners witnessed accidents. 
It was just the way of life. It wouldn’t 
be uncommon for someone to lose a 
finger. I started when it was just the 
pick and shovel on your knees, and 
that was all you did all day,” Jim 
Davies added. 

“I have worked somewhere that 
was just two feet high. But there was 
great camaraderie. And if there was 
an accident, there was an investiga¬ 
tion, recommendations were made 
and things were improved.” 

When the strike began in March 
1984 all three Kent collieries, Bette¬ 
shanger, Tilmanstone and Snowdown, 
came out on strike. 

All were behind Arthur Scargill, 
the outspoken president of the Na¬ 
tional Union of Mineworkers who 
locked horns with then Prime Minis¬ 
ter Margaret Thatcher. 

“Anyone I was with or knew was 
solid behind the strike,” said Mr Crews. 

“We came out in staunch support 
and I don’t think it waned in Kent 
throughout the strike. 

“When you look at a news bulletin it 
normally shows a gang of miners har¬ 
assing police, but I can assure you that 
all we were doing most of the time was 
trying to persuade people not to cross 


the picket lines. And in Kent we didn’t 
have many who did, which shows how 
solid the miners were. 

“We were honest guys. I remember 
one instance of a miner saving a 
policeman’s life when he was about to 
be run over by a lorry. And we had a 
sense of humour which kept us going 
through adversity.” 

The miners were not fighting for 
better wages or better conditions. 
They were fighting to save their liveli¬ 
hoods and their communities. 

“We were going to lose our 
collieries. There was no option but 


to strike,” Gary Cox explained. 

“It was not just your family. It was 
everyone’s family. When the colliery 
goes, everything goes. The medical 
centre closes. The bus route closes. 
People are left in villages, just cut off.” 

But he says the magnitude of the 
dispute was not something the 
miners foresaw. 

“Did we know what we were walk¬ 
ing into? No,” he said. 

“Every area had a ballot to come 
out on strike, but we didn’t know that 
we would have to go travelling round 
the country and we didn’t expect to 


be treated like the enemy within.” 

W ith no proper wages 
coming in for almost a 
year, money was hor¬ 
rifically tight and some 
miners lost their homes. 

The National Union of Minework¬ 
ers supplied food parcels every week 
and Betteshanger Welfare Club pro¬ 
vided meals for the strikers’ wives 
and children. 

“I had three young children at school 
and I was away all week, getting £3 a 
day picketing money. My wife was a 


diamond, running the house,” Mr 
Crews recalled. 

“We survived thanks to a lot of help 
from the unions and a lot of other 
countries. We got tins and tins of Ser¬ 
bian bean soup. And the railway un¬ 
ions sent all the children a small 
present at Christmas so they didn’t go 
without -1 am very grateful to them 
for that. 

“I picketed away quite a lot in York¬ 
shire, the Midlands and Essex, where 
they were importing coal, and we 
were welcomed by most working 
class people. Even in Norfolk, the sup¬ 
port from farmers and fishermen was 
tremendous. We were given food and 
money to bring home, and that’s why 
the strike was able to continue for 
such a long time. 

“But money wasn’t the problem in 
the short term. We were more con¬ 
cerned about the long term and the 
longevity of our jobs. It was a case of 
no money for one or two months ver¬ 
sus no work for the rest of our lives.” 

Jim Davies added: “The printers’ 
union did a lot as well, and a lot of 
local businesses supplied things. The 
French mineworkers were also very 
supportive.

“A local TV salesman hired TVs out 
and told us to settle up after the strike.” 

The strike was tough on miners’ 
wives too, as they attempted to man¬ 
age on next to no money. 

“I think it hurt the wives and chil¬ 
dren a lot more,” Gary Cox said. 

“We couldn’t have done it without 
our wives. They supported us tremen¬ 
dously. The food kitchens brought us 
closer together. 

“The whole community came to¬ 
gether for meals at the welfare club. 

“The comradeship was brilliant. 
We were friends for life and we will all 
help each other out in a corner. That’s 
probably why our villages have sur¬ 
vived a year-long strike and come out 
the other end.” 

As time went on, miners across the 
country faced ever worsening pover¬ 
ty and this, coupled with intensifying 
attempts to get them back to work, 
brought an end to the strike in March 
1985. 

Within four years, all three collier¬ 
ies had closed: Snowdown in 1987, 
Tilmanstone in 1988 and Bette¬ 
shanger in 1989. 

Jim and Les Davies carried on 
working at Betteshanger until March 
1990, dealing with the closure of the 
pit, and Jim was the last working 
miner in Kent. 

However, the men say that they be¬ 
lieved Betteshanger was still making 
a profit when it was shut. 

“There was a political job being 
done - they didn’t want collieries in 
east Kent,” said Jim Crews. 

“We were producing coal quite suc¬ 
cessfully here. We can’t have been 
running at a loss as the colliers on the 
face were making good bonuses. 


There are still nine-and-a-half billion 
tonnes of coal under Kent.” 

“People were upset at pits closing 
when they knew they had a future,” 
Jim Davies added. 

“Thatcher didn’t get Christmas 
cards from us, put it like that.” 

T he miners then faced another 
unwelcome choice: Leaving 
the career they had chosen or 
leaving their homes. 

Some took up work at pits elsewhere 
in the country but most stayed in 
Kent, retraining as electricians, gar¬ 
deners, or painters and decorators, of¬ 
ten starting their own businesses. 

However, those who had been un¬ 
ion activists often found themselves 
blacklisted, which made finding work 
very difficult. 

Jim Davies became an engraver, 
Jim Crews went to work as an agricul¬ 
tural lab assistant, Gary Cox went to 
work at Eurotunnel and Les Davies 
became a school caretaker. 

“We went away and licked our 
wounds for a while,” Mr Cox recalled. 
“But while the strike was impor-

tant, our miners need to be remem¬ 
bered for the 100 years of work they 
did, not just for one year.” 

The three miners’ welfare clubs all 
still exist and are very active, run¬ 
ning cricket clubs, football teams, 
bowls clubs, fishing lakes, brass 
bands, choirs, outings for elderly peo¬ 
ple and more. 

The East Kent Railway, originally 
set up to transport coal from the 
mines and now a visitor attraction, 
offers training to young people which 
helps them qualify for a job on the 
mainline railway. 

“For a long time I thought that with 
the collieries gone, they tore our 
hearts out,” Gary Cox said. 

“But our heart is the people in our 
communities. The real heart of the 
communities is still here. 

“Our sons can’t follow us into the 
mines anymore so we have to try to 
generate opportunities for them 
again. And through our communi¬ 
ties, people are getting together. 

“The miners only ever wanted to 
secure the future for the next genera¬ 
tion. That’s what it was always about. 
And we have to look to the future 
now, because it’s the future that’s al¬ 
ways mattered.” 

For the site of the Betteshanger Col¬ 
liery the future will be a £40m educa¬ 
tion and research centre focusing on 
environmental subjects. 

Included in the project, master¬ 
minded by Hadlow College, will be a 
museum to the mining industry. 

Added Mr Cox: “The plans are won¬ 
derful and we’re proud to be part of 
them. We didn’t have to sell our herit¬ 
age to them - they wanted to include 
it as much as we wanted them to. 

“They are very community-mind¬ 
ed people.”

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Policeman’s memories of Battle of 
Orgreave and sympathy for strikers 


BOB Weldon feared his life was in danger 
during one of the most violent clashes of the 
miners’ strike. 

The former police officer, now a Kent vicar, 
was on duty at the Battle of Orgreave, a 
vicious confrontation between thousands of 
police and miners at a coking plant near 
Rotherham which descended into hand-to- 
hand combat, stone throwing and police 
attacking miners with truncheons. 

“At times, we were stretched. It was very 
much a case of the thin blue line,” he recalled. 

“At Orgreave, you didn’t know which way 
things were going to go. We were surround¬ 
ed and some of my colleagues were knocked 
down, and I thought, I am never going to 
survive this. 

“A charge from the police horse unit saved 
us but it was a terrifying situation.” 

He was based in Surrey at the time, but 
like many policemen was temporarily moved 
to help deal with the strike. 

He spent 35 of the 51 weeks of the strike 
policing it in various parts of the country, 
including Kent, and like most people 
developed a view on its rights and wrongs. 

“I saw it as an egotistical battle between 
Thatcher and Scargill. They both had a 
personality cult about them.” 

Now the Rev Bob Weldon, priest of the G7 
benefice group of village churches just 
outside Ashford, he added: “The real victims 
were the ordinary miners. I did feel sympa¬ 
thetic to them, and so did a great many police 
officers. A lot of us found it difficult. 

“We could see the miners were just 
fighting for their livelihood, and it was 


taken from them because of politics. 

“I noticed a lot of desperation among them, 
more so as the strike went on, which I felt was 
understandable. People could see their basic 
way of life disappearing.” 

Both police and miners were guilty of 
taking things too far during the strike, he 
added. 

“Most miners are honourable people, 
honest and upstanding,” he said. 

“But at times both sides spiralled down¬ 
wards into a very bad place. In the end it 
became animal instincts on both sides and 
survival of the fittest. No police service had 
the resources to cope. 

“I have always been a Christian, and when 
I came back from Orgreave, I walked into the 
middle of a field, looked up at the sky and 
said 'this isn’t good’. You have two decent 
groups of people who have been put in a 
position where they are being abject thugs 
towards each other.” 

One of his duties involved standing guard 
at Ramsgate, where the government was 
quietly importing coal. 

“I felt it was immoral,” he admitted. 

“But I was part of a disciplined service and 
that’s what I was there to do. We just acted in 
the way we were expected to.” 

Not only did the redeployment of officers 
leave their own police forces short, it affected 
their personal lives too. 

The former policeman, who left the force 
after 30 years in 2008 to train as a priest, 
explained: “I missed a whole year of my 
daughter’s life, and my wife had to cope with 
me being away.” 


Why strike action? 

THE roots of the conflict dated back 
to 1947 when then Labour Prime 
Minister Clement Atlee nationalised 
the coal mining industry. 

As a consequence it was always 
heavily subsidised by the Govern¬ 
ment. But following Margaret 
Thatcher’s election as PM in 1979 the 
Conservatives saw a future where it 
would be cheaper to import fuel with 
only those mines making money 
continuing to exist. 

And so, citing reasons of efficiency, 
a decision was made in March, 1984, 
to close 20 mines. 

This would have meant the loss of 
20,000 jobs and caused many 
communities to lose their main 
source of employment. 

Five pits were earmarked for 
closure within just five weeks, 
including Snowdown in Kent. 

A previous strike by miners in 1974 
had played a major role in the 
collapse of Edward Heath’s govern¬ 
ment, and Margaret Thatcher was 
determined not to allow a repeat. 

As a consequence it became a 
bitter stand-off. And with no money, 
miners found themselves facing 
financial crisis. Many were suffering 
severe poverty by the end of the 
strike, which lasted almost a year, 
ending on March 3, 1985. 

There were 3,000 miners in Kent at 
the start of the strike, 93 per cent of 
whom were still on strike on March 1, 
1985, the joint highest proportion in 
the country together with South 
Wales.

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The loaf and times of baker turned 



Star of Great British Bake Off, Paul Hollywood, talks to Greg 
Miles about life, love and comparisons to George Clooney... 


H E HAS been described as 
the “perfectly cooked 
stud muffin” - and cer¬ 
tainly it’s fair to say that 
baker turned heart- 
throb Paul Hollywood has stumbled 
upon the recipe for success. 

It has taken the 47-year-old from 
Merseyside from following in his fa¬ 
ther’s footsteps in the family bakery 
business, to an idyllic home in Kent 
and the admiration of millions. 

Alongside Mary Berry, he is a judge 
of the runaway success that is the 
BBC’s Great British Bake Off, a slice of 
entertainment which manages to 
grip the imagination of the middle 
classes like perhaps no other cookery 
programme before or since. 

It has been single-handedly credit¬ 
ed with sparking a boom in home 
baking; demonstrating a ‘Delia-ef- 
fect’ on goods and accessories seen in 
the show, as viewers rush out over the 
following days to clear supermarket 
shelves in their bid to recreate favour¬ 
ite dishes. 

Baking clubs have boomed, book 
sales gone through the roof, even 
membership of the Women’s Institute 
has rocketed, apparently as a conse¬ 
quence. 

What’s more, last year’s series on 


BBC2 delivered the channel its high¬ 
est figures in more than a decade as 
9.1m tuned in for the finale - ensur¬ 
ing this year’s series (which returns 
in the summer) will find its home on 
prime-time BBC1. 

For Paul Hollywood, it has meant a 
complete transformation of his life; 
his profile raised so high he decided to 
close his specialist bakery outlet in 
the village of Aylesham, near Canter¬ 
bury - which supplied the likes of 
Harrods and Waitrose - to allow him 
to capitalise on his new celebrity role. 
His family, living in Kent since 1999, 
suddenly thrust into the limelight. 

Today, still living to the south of the 
city, you’re more likely to see him rid¬ 
ing his motorbike down across the 
Romney Marsh or, as is the case now, 
fronting a stage show which is on a 
jaunt across the UK. 

“I live in quite a rural setting,” he 
tells KoS, “but I grew up in the Wirral 
and go back up there as often as I can. 

“The Wirral was a great place to 
grow up, but now I like the village life.” 

While his family roots are in the 
north west he says he feels just at 
home here. 

“I have got family all over Kent,” he 
explains. “It’s such a nice place to live, 
especially when the weather’s great. 


“I do like the White Cliffs of Dover, 
it is a beautiful place to go down to, 
Whitstable is fantastic, and I like go¬ 
ing down to the Chapel Down vine¬ 
yards as well. There is also Igtham 
Mote and Leeds Castle. 

“It’s a marvellous county.” 

Not that life in the county has been 
without blemish. 

After taking part in the US version 
of the TV show- CBS’ American Bak¬ 
ing Competition - reports suggest he 
had an affair with co-host Marcela 
Valladolid. 

The impact was devastating. His 
15-year marriage to wife Alexandra 
hit the rocks. It fractured his family, 
which included son Josh, 12. 

Yet after admitting on a TV show 
he’d made “the biggest mistake of his 
life” the two have reconciled and con¬ 
tinue to put the pieces of their mar¬ 
riage back together. 

Perhaps unsurprisingly, talk of his 
marriage is on the list of forbidden 
topics during our chat. 

His pin-up looks may have got him 
into trouble but being described as the 
“crumpet-making woman’s crumpet” 
has also propelled him into the 
spotlight. 

“It’s a bit of a joke,” he admits. “I get 
asked a lot of similar questions about

Outlets stretched along the north east 
coast from Aberdeen to Lincolnshire. 

While he, his two younger brothers 
and mother lived on the Wirral, his 
father worked at the company’s head¬ 
quarters in York. On visits by train he 
would help fill doughnuts with jam 
and weigh flour. 

But rather than follow in his fa¬ 
ther’s footsteps at first, he instead 
took inspiration from his mother and 
enrolled at art school at 16, with a 
view to specialising in sculpture. 

However, just two years later he 
was back in the family business fold 
after his father opened up a shop near 
Liverpool and persuaded him to join. 

He quickly developed a talent. At 
20 he was head baker for shops near 
Lincoln and three years later started 
his own journey as head baker at The 
Grosvenor, Chester. He would later 
hold the same title at Park Lane’s 
plush The Dorchester in London, be¬ 
fore moving to work for a new hotel 
group in Cyprus for six years. 

He brought that adventure to an 
end when he moved to Kent in 1999 


- his wife Alexandra has family in the 
county. And two years later son Josh 
was born. 

He started his own company Hol¬ 
lywood Bread which went bust in 
2003. It left plenty of bad feeling with 
money being owed to staff and suppli¬ 
ers - some of whom were swift to get 
in touch with the media when Mr 
Hollywood became a famous face. 

H is second venture, Paul Hol¬ 
lywood Artisan Bread 
proved more successful, 
with a string of major cus¬ 
tomers among them Waitrose and Har- 
rods. But when the Great British Bake 
Off took off, he found himself unable to 
dedicate sufficient time to the business 
and he decided, instead, to close it. 

“I closed it down a couple of years 
ago,” he said. “I haven’t had time to 
get back into it. It just couldn’t carry 
on which is a shame. I may do some¬ 
thing else in the future.” 

It was around that time he began 
his television career on the Carlton 
Food Network and Taste, where he 


worked with James Martin. It would 
set him on the path to stardom. 

In 2010 destiny came a-calling and 
he was signed up to the Great British 
Bake Off. His role as judge with Mary 
Berry has been highlighted as one of 
the show’s secret weapons. 

In a review by Stuart Heritage of 
the Guardian in 2011, he said: 
“There’s a pretty good argument for 
crowning Paul Hollywood and Mary 
Berry as the greatest judging duo in 
the history of reality television.” 

It has led him to front his own stage 
show currently making its way 
around the nation - Get Your Bake On. 

In it, Mr Hollywood talks of his life 
while audience members also get the 
chance to ask him questions. 

“It’s my life in baking in a show,” he 
explains. 

“There will be a bit of reminiscing 
about my life and how I got to the 
point I’m at now. It should be a bit of a 
laugh.” 

Certainly life is far from tough for 
Mr Hollywood anymore. 

His family reunited, his fame grow¬ 


ing, the Great British Bake Off set for 
an even wider TV audience later this 
year, and his international reputation 
growing, he admits he still finds time 
for his great passion - motorbikes. 

He owns a Ducati Panigale 1199 
and a Honda Fireblade. 

“I do like getting out and riding 
down to Folkestone and New Rom¬ 
ney,” he said. “It’s lovely being able to 
ride around, it’s a pretty county.” 

So what does the future hold be¬ 
yond his tour? 

“More of the same really,” he said. 
“I’m filming more Bake Off over the 
summer. I might carry on writing 
more recipes in the future.” 

But does eating all that cake on the 
programme cause a weight problem 
for the judge? 

“We eat in moderation - just a little 
bit of each cake.”

Questions remain 
over theatre as staff 
axed to reduce costs

I T SEATS more than 1,000 people, attracts 
some of the biggest performers in the coun¬ 
try and celebrates its 75th anniversary this 
May, but the operators of the Assembly 
Hall Theatre in Tunbridge Wells have this 
week been forced to calm fears about its future. 

Tunbridge Wells Borough Council (TWBC), 
which runs it, defended a move to make 11 posts 
redundant and insisted those losing their jobs 
would be able to apply for casual work at the 
theatre. 

Bosses said the move was a way of reducing 
overheads and that it would be business as usu¬ 
al for the venue. Critics, however, claim the lat¬ 
est move could all be part of a process which 
could ultimately see the theatre move into pri¬ 
vate hands or close. 

Director of change and communities at the 
council is Paul Taylor. Unsurprisingly he has a 
different view. 

He said: “I think the future for the theatre is 
actually quite positive, so for me it is important 
that message gets out there.” 

The art deco theatre is renowned across the 
south east for offering a wide mix of entertain¬ 
ment. It is used by resident local drama and mu¬ 
sic groups as well as for professional opera and 
ballet productions. In recent years audiences 
have seen the likes of Michael McIntyre and 
Jimmy Carr perform and increasingly it has 
been drawing the big touring productions. 

Yet it is beginning to show its age, and few 
would argue it would benefit from sizeable in¬ 
vestment. People around the area feel passion¬ 
ately about it, and news of the job cuts further 
unsettled those who have long believed the 
council considers the Assembly Hall a luxury it 
cannot afford. 

The theatre costs TWBC around £100,000 a 
year and a recent review concluded it needed 
thousands spent on it for essential maintenance 
and necessary improvements. 

In recent years, a proposal was floated to sell- 
off the entire civic buildling of which it is part. 

So controversial was it, the plans ultimately 
resulted in former council leader Roy Bullock be¬ 
ing ousted by his own party. 

That, says councillor Jane March, who holds 
the portfolio for tourism, leisure and economic 
development, is all “ancient history”. 

Mr Taylor said TWBC was “very much wed¬ 


ded to the theatre as part of cultural regenera¬ 
tion of Tunbridge Wells” and that they have re¬ 
cently invested in improving the backstage area 
so they can host bigger shows. 

However, Tunbridge Wells Lib Dem council¬ 
lor David Neve said he had serious concerns for 
the long-term future of the theatre. 

He said: “If you’ve got a report that had the 
leader of the council David Jukes saying it’s been 
under maintained and it’s going to cost thou¬ 
sands of pounds to put air conditioning in and 
all these things and it may prove in the end it 
isn’t viable to do, well, to me, it means you’re 
cutting it. 

“If you look at it, you’re cutting staff and 
putting them on temporary contracts with no 
guaranteed employment and you’ve got a thea¬ 
tre in need of maintenance but is underfunded.” 

The Royal Tunbridge Wells Symphony Orches¬ 
tra (RTWSO) is one of the local groups which 
calls the Assembly Hall home. Having performed 
as part of the opening concert at the theatre in 
1939, the orchestra is understandably attached 
to the venue and concerned for its future. 

Chairman Giles Clarke said: “The RTWSO has 
been based at the Assembly Hall ever since it 
opened. The staff there are terrific and it is a 
matter of real concern if their status is being 
downgraded to casuals. 

“It does make one wonder how committed the 
council is to its ambition of making Tunbridge 
Wells the cultural hub for the area.” 

Mr Taylor said the job losses were merely a 
way of balancing the books in a difficult eco¬ 
nomic climate and it wasn’t “some clandestine 
process” and one that wouldn’t change the way 
the service was delivered. 

Theatre director Brian McAteer said: “The to¬ 
tal number of people affected by redundancy is 
11. Many are front of house staff who were part 
time and most had very short contracts in terms 
of hours per week. There are also some in the 
bar and catering area and some in marketing. 

“We do believe we can continue to resource 
the theatre at, I believe, a high level with the ex¬ 
isting permanent members of staff and by in¬ 
creasing the number of casuals. 

He added: “I think that our staff recognise the 
financial situation we’re in means we need to 
make additional savings. I’m confident the pro¬ 
gramme we deliver at the theatre is one of the 
best and one of the best value in the country. 

The council has been holding meetings to dis¬ 
cuss the options, “none of which is to close the 
theatre,” stressed Cllr March. 
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Starsky? Maybe, but now

Paul Michael 
Glaser, star of 
1970s cop show 
Starsky and 
Hutch, is coming 
to the county. 

He talks to Dave 
Mairs about life, 
loss and fear. 


PAUL Michael Glaser will be 71 on 
Tuesday. 

That’s right, the dark-haired one 
from Starsky and Hutch, the 1970s 
American cop show that pretty 
much defined Saturday-night TV 
viewing for those of a certain 
generation. 

It’s likely that such a versatile 
and admired actor has spent 
birthdays in all manner of 
locations around the world, but it 
still strikes a slightly incongruous 
note that this legend of our screens 
will be celebrating the passing of 
another year in Dartford. 

This is where he will be on 
opening night of Fiddler on the 
Roof, at The Orchard Theatre, in 
which he plays the lead role of 


Tevye, the Russian milkman who 
has to grapple with the fact his 
daughters want to marry for love 
rather than whatever the local 
matchmaker has lined up for them. 

It all goes against the traditions

of Tevye’s Jewish faith - the piece 
is set in 1905 - while there’s also 
the wholly unpleasant problem 
of the Tsar trying to evict the 


Jews from their village. 

Suffice to say, Fiddler on the Roof 
is one of the world’s most popular 
musicals. Opening on Broadway in 
1964, it was the first musical run 
to exceed 3,000 performances and 
was the longest-running Broadway 
musical until the arrival of Grease. 

Awards and nominations rolled 
in, there were four Broadway 
revivals and in 1971 a film was 
made in which Glaser played the 
Bolshevik revolutionary Perchik. 

And now he’s the main man in 
a production that has enjoyed a 
lengthy tour, a fact that Glaser 
acknowledges with a cheery irony. 
“A long run? You’d better believe it!

It is what is - you just do it.” 

Indeed, but, rightly or wrongly, as 
someone of that ‘certain generation’ 
you can’t talk to Paul Michael Glaser 
and not mention Starsky and Hutch, 
the red-and-white car, Huggy Bear 
and all the rest... 

And so you do, and immediately 
feel a touch awkward and ask if he 
finds it irritating. 

“Yes, I get lots of questions on that 
and I gather the show still gets 
re-run on television,” he said. “I don’t 
have a problem with it at all. It’s not 
that it’s irritating - it’s just more fun 
to have a real conservation.” 

Stop! Where we do go from here? 

The obvious recourse is the 
production in question, but again 
you get that sinking feeling that he’s 
bracing himself for questions he will 
have been asked a hundred times. 

“The thing that’s interesting about 
Fiddler on the Roof is that it has been 
cross-generational and cross- 
cultural. It’s travelled all over the 
world - all people can relate to the 
music, which is wonderful.” 

Perhaps not many were aware of 
Glaser’s singing abilities, but the 
man himself has no such doubts. 

“Yeah, I’m an actor first, but I’ve 
got a pretty good voice. Initially I 
was just trying to strengthen my 
stage voice - my tutor told me I was 
never gonna be a singer,” he said 
with a laugh that grew more 
infectious the more we spoke. 

He says the audiences agree with 
him and are “enthusiastic, energetic” 
and sometimes get the rhythm and 
move to the beat. 

Getting the impression that 
perhaps he has said all he can say 


about the show, we move the 
conversation to what he will do 
when he gets back to Los Angeles. 

“I have this book I wrote, so I’ll be

working on marketing that. I also 
have a photography and painting 
show coming up.” 

You ask about the book and 
suddenly everything changes. 


Chrystallia And The Source Of Light 
is his first book and he wants to talk. 

“I’m very proud of it,” he said. “It’s 
set at Christmas and there’s a brother 
and sister whose mum is not well. 
They have the need to believe in an 
underground medieval kingdom - 
it’s all dressed up in the tradition of 
The Wizard of Oz. 

Glaser says that “people are not 
aware of the variety of shape and 
form that crystals take”, but the book 
actually relates to the subject of fear. 

“It’s asks what is the purpose of 
fear. It’s my attempt to share my 
experience of loss and fear.” 

Crumbs, sounds a bit heavy for a 
children’s fantasy, I venture. 

“It’s not heavy,” he said. “We have 


not been educated to understand our 
relationship with fear - we are given 
a shorthand fear of the natural state 
of human existence. 

“What we really have is a fear of 
helplessness in the face of our 
mortality. Our mind would do 
anything to avoid the fact that we 
are helpless in the face of mortality. 

“When we say we are scared, we 
mean a part of us is scared. We can 
point to parts of us that are not 
scared. You have the human gift of 
consciousness - you can choose to 
have compassion and courage and by 
extension fear gives us the opportunity 
to identify our higher self. 

“The mind indentifies itself by 
what it can do - it does not feel it is 


measuring, quantifying or owning. 
We are creating belief systems - no 
one tells anyone what faith is or 
where it comes from.” 

We’re talking religion here, right? 

“Unfortunately, religions often 
become a set of beliefs rather than 
ideas people invest in. It’s more about 
how we celebrate the human spirit.” 

Glaser has experienced more loss 
than most, both his first wife 
Elizabeth and daughter Ariel dying 
after contracting HIV through a 
blood transfusion. 

“When going through losing my 
wife and daughter, there was a lot of 
rage and anger and I guess 
depression - anger at myself being 
helpless. 

“It was a fear of helplessness I was 
dealing with, but I did have a choice 
and also an opportunity to grow 
emotionally and spiritually. I’m now 
at a point of life I didn’t think I be at. 

“The book is the child in all of us 
- it’s beautiful and reaffirming.” 

Our conversation had followed a 
very different path to what I had 
anticipated and been hugely 
enjoyable. Glaser’s American drawl 
is strangely charming and he speaks 
with a confidence and honesty that 
might from someone else sound 
boastful. From him, though, it’s an 
enthusiasm - more books are on the 
way - that demonstrates just why he 
will succeed at whatever he tackles. 

Starsky and Hutch seems a very 
long time ago.

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Art to spark the imagination 


Three very different ideas have been 
commissioned for this year’s Medway 
Fuse Festival taking place in June. Greg 
Miles looks at what is being planned. 


E xcitement is building 
ahead of the 2014 Medway 
Fuse Festival, with three 
artists receiving commis¬ 
sions for their work to be part of the 
event. 

The three-day free cultural festival 
is three months away, but organisers 
are already whetting the appetites 
with the announcement of new 
projects taking place. 

After offering an open invitation to 
artists in January, three have been 
chosen to receive funding for their 
work. 

They are One Day Works from 
Nicole Mollett, Save The Lyma Birds! 
from Canterbury’s Knuckle And Joint 
Theatre Company and Comic Cuts 
from mural artists Squarecube 
Artisans led by Richard Jefferies. 

The festival’s artistic director Megan 
Donnolley said: “Fuse is expanding 
rapidly, involving a huge range of 
national and international talent. 

“But it still has its roots in the 
Medway community and is 
committed to giving opportunities to 


local artists and celebrating the 
area’s strong identity. 

“The commissions not only allow 
our local artists to be part of the 
festival programme but also to 
experiment and develop new ways of 
working. 

“All three commissions will create 
something very exciting, tailor-made 
for Fuse, and will spark imaginations 
throughout the festival.”

One Day Works brings together per¬ 
formers, film-makers and artists who 
will use a silver converted 1950s 
Airstream caravan to showcase their 
work around Medway. From the high 
street to country villages, it will 
show 10 of the area’s emerging 


artists, resulting in ‘one day works’. 

The Knuckle And Joint Theatre 
Company aims to create a fun, family- 
friendly street theatre performance 
called Save The Lyma Birds!. 

Using three 6ft hatchlings and a 
12ft mother bird, they will interact 
with the public, who will play their 
part in the story. 

It is the brainchild of Peter Morton, 
who has just finished his Masters 
degree in contemporary 
performance at the University of 


Kent. His final project for the course 
saw him strapped to a life-size 
wooden puppet for two weeks. 

Squarecube Artisans’ Comic Cuts 
will be led by local artist Richard 
Jefferies and create black-and-white 
comic-book silhouettes to bring a 
new dimension to public spaces 
around Medway. 

Local people will get the chance in 
open workshops to try their hand at 
creating their own pieces of artwork, 
with help and guidance from the 


professionals. Jefferies was the lead 
artist and creator of last summer’s 
mural in Chatham high street that 
brought together 200 people to 
create a 100ft artwork. 

The festival is running a Cartoon 
and Comic Week from Monday to 
Friday, April 7-11, when youngsters 
can create their own cartoon charac¬ 
ters with the help of professional 
comic artists.

Phil Vickery may be the professional 
cook in the family but it’s Fern 
Britton who serves up some of the 
most popular meals in their house. 
The TV chef tells Keeley Bolger 
about his wife’s famous tats and 
the Bramley apples campaign with 
which he is involved. 


I F you lived at the Vickery 
residence, you’d certainly be 
spoilt for choice at dinner 
time. 

As well as This Morning 
chef Phil Vickery’s tasty bread- 
and-butter puddings (made using 
his dad’s recipe) and apple 
crumbles, you’d also be treated to 
his wife Fern Britton’s peerless 
potatoes. 

“My wife does a brilliant roast 
and the best roast potatoes in the 
world,” said Vickery, 52, who grew 
up in Folkestone. “Even after so 
many years cooking, I still can’t 
get them like hers.” 

The TV cook, who is busy 
writing a cookery book about 
British game, is supporting a 
Bramley apples campaign, 
celebrating the juicy British fruit. 

Last month, he launched The 
Great Bramley Bake In, a 
nationwide search to find the best 
Bramley apple recipe, with foodies 
posting their fruity offerings on 
the Bramley Apple Facebook page. 

The winning dish will be 
decided by public vote. There is still 


time to take part in the vote, which 
finishes Sunday (March 23). 

Vickery may not have his TV 
presenter wife’s knack with spuds, 
but there is no time for chips on his 
shoulder in the kitchen when the 
four children are all at home.

While most of the time the kids 
(twins Jack and Henry and Grace, 
from Britton’s previous marriage, 
and youngest daughter Winnie) 
can’t be “bothered” to whip up 
meals for the family, Vickery has 
noticed that when there’s a 
compelling reason to, they step up. 

“I think the lads thought it was 
quite cool to cook for mates and 
prospective girlfriends,” he said. 
“The girls are pretty good at 
cooking.” 

But the rest of the time, it is him 
and Britton who take on the bulk 
of the meals. Not that Vickery 
minds. 

“I went through a stage of not 
wanting to cook,” said the chef, 
who says that his dream dinner 
guests would be Harry Redknapp, 
Victorian chef Alexis Soyer, Mrs 
Beeton and Frankie Howerd. 

“But now I really enjoy it again. 

I think all the years of pressured 
cooking gets you down a bit. Now 


it’s just good fun. Plus cooking on 
telly is great!” 

He says his wife is a “very good 
cook”, and the couple like to keep 
the atmosphere light in the 
family’s Buckinghamshire home: 
“I like the radio on in the kitchen 
- so does Fern. 

“It’s all very relaxed and 
informal, but we do like to be 
organised and hate rushing.” 

With the children growing 
older and the twins at university, 
the chance for family mealtimes is 
scarce, but when they can all get 
together they like nothing better 
than a tasty roast with all the 
trimmings. 

“A roast is one of the few meals 
all the family will eat, so it’s 
perfect,” said Vickery. “We try to 
eat together as much as possible.”

Keep county and 
scrap the districts 

I DO not think we should axe KCC, as 
suggested in the excellent article by 
Marijke Cox (KoS 09.03) but I believe 
we should axe all the borough 
councils. 

I think we should replace the 
borough councils with local town 
councils, who will only employ three 
administrators who would assist with 
the work of the local councillors. 

These administrators, one of who 
would be a secretary, would be paid 
on civil servants’ salaries. There 
would be about three extra secretar¬ 
ies throughout Kent who would 
cover for sickness and holiday, these 
would be based at County Hall. 

The borough boundaries would 
also have to be redrawn, for in¬ 
stance, the area between the M2, the 
Thames and the current eastern and 
western boundaries would be classed 
as within the unitary authority of 
Medway. 

It would be possible for smaller 
towns, like Whitstable and Herne 
Bay to have a joint town council if 
the residents wanted that to happen. 
The rural areas would be run by rural 
councils under the same principles. 

I believe this move would save 
millions of pounds per year.

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SMEs welcome 'steady' 
Budget from Osborne

CRITICS described it as a master¬ 
stroke in pandering to potentially 
disillusioned Conservative voters toy¬ 
ing with the idea of leaping into the 
Ukip camp. 

But businesses in the county re¬ 
ceived George Osborne’s plans with a 
little more enthusiasm, describing it 
as a ‘steady as she goes’ Budget. 

David Bywater, head of tax at 
KPMG in the south east, said it was 
largely positive for small and medium 
enterprises (SMEs). 

He said: “The chancellor delivered 
a Budget which put the SME commu¬ 
nity firmly at the centre of future 
UK economic growth with a stream 
of measures to help them invest, in¬ 
novate, grow and export. 

“The chancellor has listened to 
the SME community by doubling the 
Annual Investment Allowance, and 
from next month businesses will get 
100 per cent tax relief in year one on 
investment in plant and machinery 
up to £500,000. 

“This relief isn’t due to expire now

until the end of 2015, giving a longer 
term incentive for SMEs to invest and 
expand their businesses. 

“For those SMEs who do more than 
make, but also innovate, the increase 
in refundable R&D [research & devel¬ 
opment] tax credits will give these 
businesses more cash to invest during 
their early years before they achieve 
profitability, which can deliver vital 


funding for the high-tech sector in 
particular.’’ 

Nick Paterno is managing partner 
at McBrides’ Chartered Accountants 
in Sidcup. 

He said: “There was a mention for 
Ebbsfleet’s new garden city but other¬ 
wise there wasn’t much change for 
Kent business - more steady as she 
goes. “All in all the Budget will do 
little to change the financial environ¬ 
ment in which Kent businesses oper¬ 
ate, the increase in AIA aside. 

“In terms of personal financial 
planning and taxation, there were 
some very interesting changes which 
will alter the way people arrange 
their affairs and as a result save tax 
and simplify matters.” 

Dartford MP Gareth Johnson 
welcomed the chancellor’s further 
confirmation of plans to build a gar¬ 
den city in the UK at Ebbsfleet - and 
that a prospectus will be issued soon. 

Mr Johnson said: “It’s good news to 
hear there will be a prospectus pub¬ 
lished about the Ebbsfleet plans by 
Easter - it will put meat on the bones 
of this exciting proposal.”

FAILURE to reduce fuel duty was an opportunity missed, 
according to the Freight Transport Association. 

The organisation, based in Tunbridge Wells, represents 
the transport interests of companies moving goods by 
road, rail, sea and air. 

It welcomed the freeze in fuel duty confirmed by the 
chancellor, but expressed disappointment he has not 
taken the opportunity to boost the economy by reducing 
fuel duty by three pence per litre. 

James Hookham, managing director of policy and 
communications at the FTA, said: “The chancellor has 
kept his promise to freeze fuel duty and industry will be 
£187 million a year better off for that, but he missed the 
opportunity to stimulate the economy further by 
reducing fuel duty and putting around £690m into the 
pockets of families and British business. 

“This could have given a further stimulus to the 
economy and locked in the positive growth already 
achieved.” 

As part of its pre-Budget submission, FTA asked George 
Osborne to consider the economic benefits that could be 
delivered by further development of the government’s 
approach to fuel duty. 

The association said that reducing road fuel duty would 
ease cost pressure on businesses operating commercial 
vehicles and stimulate economic growth. 

According to FTA figures, it is estimated that every 
penny of fuel duty costs commercial vehicle operators 
£116m a year, and a 3p-per-litre cut would have saved 
around £350m a year for an industry that all British 
businesses rely upon. 

A spokesman for the FTA added: “Evidence has shown 
that the UK economy would benefit from such a reduction 
by generating at least 70,000 jobs, increasing GDP by 0.2 
per cent and helping lower inflation.”

'History' not just for the record 


C ONSUMERS often 

agonise more over their 
choice of car than their 
biggest-ever investment 
- bricks and mortar. 
With that decision over, though, 
they often pay far less attention to 
how they look after that new motor. 

It is vital the vehicle is serviced 
on time and repairs are carried out 
promptly and competently. 

The traditional guarantee used to 
be a full main dealer service history, 
a reassuring record that everything 
required for the manufacturer’s 
warranty had been carried out. 


But 2002 EU legislation decreed 
this was a restrictive practice and 
made it illegal for manufacturers 
to insist that only franchise 
networks could uphold the 
warranty. 

Manufacturers were also ordered 
to make vehicle diagnostics 
information - crucial with 
increasingly sophisticated vehicles 
- specialist tools and updates 
available to independent garages 
and servicing centres. 

Nevertheless, many car-buyers 
and market gurus still say main 
dealer servicing is best for 


reliability and the part-exchange 
or second-hand value of the car; 
used-car-buyers will usually pay a 
premium for a full main dealer 
service history (FMDSH), 
especially on sophisticated models. 

Sceptics argue this perceived 
premium is erased by higher 
main dealer service costs, but 
manufacturers and their franchised 
networks have raised their game 
since the 2002 legislation. 

Indeed, with many car sales 
and profits squeezed during the 
economic downturn, dealers have 
chosen to be more competitive on 


servicing, customer service and 
ancillaries like tyres and exhausts 
- normally the preserve of the 
quick-fit centres. 

They also bank on the perception 
that only main dealers’ service 
technicians can know a brand’s 
cars as well they do, while ‘all 
makes’ centres must spread 
expertise across many makes. 

And dealers know that happy 
service customers keep coming 
back, each time seeing newer 
models just a few feet from the 
service desk - one day soon, they 
may buy again.

To quick-fit or not... that is the question 


A S motoring costs soar, it’s 
all too easy to try to cut 
corners at the local 
‘quick/fast-fit’ centre. 
These specialist chains 
have blossomed as drivers try to save 
money on the biggest motoring 
‘consumables’: exhausts, tyres, 
batteries, clutches, shock-absorbers 
and routine services, plus the annual 
MOT. 

But main dealers have not been 
sitting on their hands, reckoning 
that if car-owners are still using 
their service bays, then they won’t 
mind considering realistic deals 
on tyres and exhausts, for instance, 


to ensure a time-saving one-stop 
shop purchase. 

Using the main dealer also 
guarantees that only genuine 
manufacturers’ parts are used, 
bringing the confidence of additional 
quality and reliability. 

And that same guarantee, plus 
realistic pricing, has encouraged 
having bodyshop repairs done 
either by the franchise’s own panel- 
beaters and paintshop or one that 


gets its seal of approval. 

Main dealers have also borrowed 
from their quick-fit rivals by offering 
menu pricing: this means that, like 
dining out, a customer can decide 
what he wants and knows in 
advance what it will cost - avoiding 
any motoring indigestion when the 
bill is presented. 

Some dealers will even let you 
spread the cost via a finance or 
servicing scheme covering several 


years. Others may also offer a 
loyalty scheme to keep owners of 
older models on their books 
rather than see them defect to the 
non-franchised sector, because 
those owners believe that the lower 
value of their car does not warrant 
the higher perceived cost of main 
dealer servicing. 

Another trick borrowed from the 
quick-fit sector is longer working 
hours at main dealer service centres: 


dealers are much more aware that 
many customers want to drop off 
their car early on their way to 
work and then pick it up at the end of 
the day - a courtesy car may even be 
offered at some places. 

Bookings can often be made 
centrally, too, so that customers 
living midway between two 
franchised dealers within the same 
group can pick the most convenient 
service slots available.

M ODERN cars are far 
more forgiving and 
comfortable than even 
a few years ago. 

But the downside is 
that much less can be done by the 
DIY mechanic; keeping the car in 
reliable, correct and safe condition is 
now more of a job for the professional 
and, of course, it costs. 

Unfortunately, this means owners 
often ignore problems and servicing 
is stretched beyond the recommended 
parameters, which endangers the 
warranty and the provenance of the 
vehicle when you come to sell. 

So, the golden rules are: 

■ maintain the service record to 
the letter. Get it serviced at the 
correct mileages or annually 
and make sure the servicing 
book is stamped up, although 
some motor marques are 
switching to centralised 
digital records so a car’s 
servicing record is always 
available if required. 

■ read the warranty document 
thoroughly to ensure there are 
no possible pitfalls that could 
endanger the guarantee. 

■ make sure you act on any 
recalls from the 
manufacturer for 
checks or 

replacements, even 
if they do not 
relate specifically 
to safety - it will 
help maintain 
the warranty and 
car saleability. 


Car care 
pays off 

■ don’t rely on the MOT as 
insurance of the car’s safety 
and reliability even if has just 
passed with flying colours - 
problems can arise at any 
time and you should get them 
checked as soon as possible. 

■ check lights regularly for 
safety and legality. Get used 
to ‘lighting up’ in the garage 
or when you are nosed in or 
backed up to a wall. 

■ check tyres - including the 
spare - monthly, and that 
includes the correct pressures 
as listed in the handbook or 
the sticker often placed on the 
driver’s side door frame. 


Though the legal tread depth 
is 1.6mm, most motoring 
authorities advise replacement 
at 2mm, especially in winter, 
when icy and wet conditions 
can compromise grip. 

■ keep oil, windscreen-washer, 
coolant, power-steering, 
clutch and brake-fluid levels 
topped up without over¬ 
filling, and make those checks 
on level ground. Don't wait for 
warning lights to come on - it 
could be too late to prevent 
damage or compromise safety. 
Some cars have an interim set 
of warning lights, but these 
can be an unwelcome 
reminder if you are in the 
middle of a long journey at 
the weekend and miles from a 
garage. Don’t be caught out. 

■ replace wiper-blades. There is 
little point in keeping the 
washer topped up if the blades 
are worn or split. But if the 
windscreen is covered with 
bugs and grease, don’t expect 
the washer and wipers to do 
the job for you - use a spray 

and some elbow grease. 

■ shop around for 
servicing. Even if you 
are committed to 
main dealer 
servicing, it does not 
mean you have to go 
back to where you 
bought the car - 
some are better on 
pricing and customer 
service than others.

Always check the small print 


N EW cars are covered by a 
warranty. For years, the 
standard was three 
years and/or 60,000 
miles, but a recent 

outbreak of ‘warranty wars’ between 
the car-makers has seen both the 
years and mileages increase. 

That’s a good enough reason for 
car buyers to shop around anyway, 
but some of the new deals also 
reinforce the old adage ‘check the 
small print’. 

This will confirm exactly what the 
manufacturer will and will not pay 
for if the car breaks down within the 


agreed time period or mileage. 

And this makes it imperative that 
the car-owner also sticks to the rules 
by keeping the car serviced 
according to the warranty, also 
taking note of and acting on any 
recall notices for unforeseen faults 
and problems. 

Some brands are more lenient 
about late servicing than others, but 
a common pitfall is to have the car 
serviced only by mileage, when most 
manufacturers also insist the car is 
serviced annually if the required 
miles are not being covered. 

Fact is, an underused car or one 


that does lots of short hops can need 
as much attention as one that 
covers ‘starship miles’ on the 
motorway. 

You don't have to use a franchised 
dealer for servicing - this stipulation 
was thrown out by EU legislation in 
2002 (see earlier story) - but do 
check for caveats in any case. 

Be aware also that some marques 
offer the chance to extend the 
warranty for a reasonable cost or 
will ‘wind back’ the warranty clock 
to start again if you buy an approved 
used example from one of their 
dealers - not a bad option.

Greg Miles talks to the Kent Cricket Board to find out if it really does matter what your background is 


Route to the top is as open 
as ever for wannabe pros 



O UT on the sports fields at 
school we all dream 
about emulating our 
idols, be it David Beck¬ 
ham, or Rob Key and 
James Tredwell, but how exactly does 
it get from that stage to reality? 

Ability and determination obvi¬ 
ously count for a lot, but then so do 
the opportunities that you have to 
take advantage of. 

When it comes to cricket, the Kent 
Cricket Board oversees the recrea¬ 
tional side of the game in the county 
and knows what it takes to go from 
playing at school-age level to the cusp 
of earning a professional contract. 

In years gone by there has been a 
perception that it makes a great deal 
of difference which school you go to - 
a state or public school - but the chair 
of high-performance cricket at KCB, 
David Turner, dispels those myths. 

“Some parents think their child 
has got a better chance of making it 
as a professional if they go to a public 
school, but it is simply not true,” he 
said. “Picking players on what school 
they went to has never happened. 

“It’s not worth it. What you want is 
the best players to win games, not 
pick someone because they’ve gone to 
a very good school. 

“It wasn’t and it isn’t viewed as the 
main way in to professional cricket. 
There are more professionals involved 
from state schools rather than public 
schools. 

“The picture is slightly skewed per¬ 
haps now, more than it was, because 
public schools are saying here is a 
talented 13 year-old, here’s a scholar¬ 
ship. They like having him and the 
player can have intensive training.” 

A good example of that is Kent’s 
Daniel Bell-Drummond. The 20-year- 
old, born in Lewisham, was captain 
of his state school as a youngster but 
took up the offer of a scholarship at 
the prestigious sporting school 
Millfield in Somerset, where he played 
as well before signing his first profes¬ 
sional deal for Kent aged 17. 

Kent signing from last season 
Callum Haggett also came through 
the production line at Millfield. 

At a younger age-level there are 65 
to 70 schools in the county partici¬ 
pating in age-group cricket from 
under-12 to under-15, while there are 
fewer at senior levels, with exams on 
the agenda. 

It creates a vast pool of talent to 
keep tabs on and select from for the 
various representative county age 
groups. 

Cricket has been put back on the 
agenda in state schools in the last 
decade, with fears expressed before 
then that it was in danger of dying 
out and youngsters becoming disen¬ 
gaged through a lack of proper facili- 
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ties and opportunities. But, in Kent at 
least, there has been a steady stream 
of talent coming through the system 
making it to the first team, as shown 
by the list on the opposite page. 

“The first thing you have to do is 
identify who the talented players 
are,” said Turner. 

“You have to have involvement 
with youngsters and encourage them 
to play for their school, and then play 
for a district side. That’s the first filter. 

“We then ask the district who could 
go further. They come to winter net 
sessions before Christmas and from 
that we select the winter squads.

summer but 18 or 19. They come 
back and have coaching, which is 
quite intensive. We then pick the 
summer squads from that. 

“Some won’t have improved and 
more come in, and it goes on until 
you get the cream at the top. On top of 
that you have to have the fail-safe, 
which is the advice from people let¬ 
ting us know about things like other 
players.” 

Youngsters in with a chance for 
making the grade are now better pre¬ 
pared than ever, says Mr Turner, 
with a more professional approach 
taken earlier down the line. 

“Up until 15 years ago all the coun¬ 
ty sides were run by Kent Schools’ 
Cricket Association and players came 
through that,” he said. “They would 
go through the Kent second XI, get 
their grooming and go on into profes¬ 
sional cricket. 

“What has changed quite dramati¬ 
cally and prepares them much better 
is there is intensive coaching in the 
age-group sides and the best ones 
who we think could go professional 
will join the Kent Cricket Academy 
and get specialist training. 

“The talent identification has prob¬ 
ably improved, but the coaching and 
preparation is the thing that’s 
changed. Now they are much more 
KWE 


prepared. One of the most difficult 
things to prepare is their mental ap¬ 
proach, whether they can cope with 
failure or success. 

“The youngsters know they have 
got to perform. Going through a 
phase where things aren’t right is all 
part of the learning curve. If they say 
I can’t do it and give up, it tells you 
something about their personality. 

“Kent has always had a very good 
production line. It has a better one 
than it appears because there’s not 
enough room and players have to go 
off and play elsewhere.” 

O f course not every child who 
comes into contact with 
cricket will play profession¬ 
ally, but it gives the sport its 
future fans and amateur players. 

Before Christmas the results of the 
annual Active People Survey, which 
gauges participation numbers in 
each sport, were published. 

It showed a decline in people play¬ 
ing cricket, with a drop of 41,000 to 
148,000 nationwide. 

However, it should not be setting 
alarm bells ringing for the future of 
the game, says Clair Gould, director 
of operations at Kent Cricket Board. 

“It’s not the ideal time to do a sur¬

pie aren’t playing cricket,” she said. 
“It was a shock to people, but it 
shouldn’t be. 

“You can have a drop-off at the 
start of a season if the weather’s bad 
as it was the season before last - it can 
affect people. It can be very cyclical. 
People can panic a bit, but things pick 
up with the weather.” 

Making sport competitive at a 
young age has been a hot topic in the 
last few years as the nation debated 
how best to nurture the next wave of 
talent following the success of the 
2012 Olympics. 

Cricket is no different in that re¬ 
spect, with initiatives like Chance To 
Shine taking the game into schools 
for the last decade. 

“I come from a competitive back¬ 
ground, but it is about striking a me¬ 
dium,” said Gould. “I think it will 
vary whoever you talk to or wherever 
you go. 

“For a long time it has been about 
participation in the lower age groups. 
The way you do that is working with 
primary schools. 

“There are things like pairs games, 
where you only lose runs, not wick¬ 
ets. Everybody is included in the 
whole process of the game. There is 
probably a happier experience, but 
you will still get competitive kids 
within that.” 

While it is important to foster a love 
of the game at a young age, it is just as 
crucial to make sure there are plat¬ 
forms for those youngsters to play on 
as they get older when they are think¬ 
ing about university and starting a 
career when sport naturally takes a 
back seat. 

“The retention age we are looking 
at is the 16-26 age group. It is always 
that age group. Weekend work and 
things like that get in the way,” said 
Gould. 

“Where we are fortunate in Kent is 
there has always been a lot of indoor 
cricket being played. 

“That keeps people or gets people 
into the game. It’s competitive, quick 
and it keeps people together that play 
outdoors, too.”
